Taking Cabe Of the Vaubants

arrest of all the white and colored va- 
grants and bas sold them for a period 
of twelve months to larmers wishing 
hands. The purchaser gives bond 
that he will treat the vagrants humane 
ly, and furnish them with proper food 
aod clothing. Prices are exceedingly- 
low, rarely ever runuing over ten dol 
lars. Aside from the profit made by 
the purchaser, a lesson is frequently 
taught the unfortunates, who, as a 
general thing, lead a more industrious 
life after their term of bondage bas 
expired. — [Somerset Reporter. 

This is very well; and iu many io- 
instances might work well; but, the 
few instances practitally tested, Ihe 
rather proves that, the citizens who 
moves in such prosecutions and tbe 
witness who testify against the vagrant 
are usually the worsted parties. It is 
aext to impossible, under Kentucky 
law, to convict a man of vagrancy.
